heli>ed their credit, renewed their hopes in the future and 
will start the New Year in high spirits and a determination 
lo do everything in their power to produce from the soil suf­ 
ficient crops to wipe out their entire indebtedness anil give 
them freedom again. So desperate was the situation 
tha1 
many farmers were forced to mortgage the growing cotton 
to secure money to produce the crop, and after paying oif 
the mortgage but little was left to pay outstanding bills to 
mercantile establishments wrho had been carrying them for 
the past three years. These conditions have made it 
par­ 
ticularly hard on merchants and tradesmen, but the farmer 
has done his best and nothing can be done except to hope 
for a bountiful cotton crop in 1924 when 
the slate can be 
marked clean. 
We should all thank Divine Providence for 
the good health of our community, which, after ail, is the 
greatest blessing that we can enjoy. We had no epidemics, 
little serious sickness and lew’ deaths. 
Plenty of work for 
everyone, good wages, no calls for charity at home anti no 
suffering for the necessities of life.

The Farmer and the Railroads 


¥ 


1 IIS article and several more to follow, is for the farmer because, from the early days of the Republic 
until now, Agriculture and Transportation have been the two greatest and most fundamental 
industries in Amcricff and the well-being of either inseparably involves the well-being of the other. 
In the last analysis. Agriculture and Transportation must stand or fall together. 
Unless the railroads 
are able to supply adequate and dependable transportation service when and as required, the farmer 
loses the advantage of favorable markets and much of his yearly toil is wasted. 


Many self seeking persons have been industriously endeavoring to make the farmer believe the rail­ 
roads are chiefly responsible for the misfortunes of Agriculture. 
In this way they hope to make more 
secure their place as the “ friends of the farmer.” 
But I do nor believe that farmers generally can be 
so easily led by a mere appeal to supposed prejudice. 
I believe the farmer will demand all of the facts 
and I hope these articles will prove helpful in providing them. 
Farmers will have much influence in 
determining the future of the railroads—whether the railroads will become the playthings of politicians 
or whether the government will safeguard the property rights of the public and give a square deal to 
those citizens who have billions of dollars invested in railroad properties. 


To get a correct conception of the inter-dependence of Agriculture and Transportation, it is necessary 
that we go back to the time when what now is the Com Belt was a virgin wilderness. 
President 1 larding, 
in an address at Kansas C ity last summer, told how, as late as 1840, wheat sold at 40 cents a bushel 


0 and hogs at 3 cents a pound, and the reason, he said, was “lack of transportât ion facilities. 
The 
building of the railroads changed all that. Not only did th e / put the farmers in touch with the markets 
of the world but they also carried to the frontiers of civilisât ion the Storekeeper, the Preacher, the Doctor, 
the Schoolmaster, the Postmaster and the Banker; and in addition to carrying the products of the 
farms to market, they carried the products of factories—o f Civilization, if you please 
into what, but 
for the railroads, must have remained a wilderness. 


Suppose that some morning the^news should suddenly come to your community that your railroad 
h .d "quit?” That it had died! tyhat an indcscriblc calamity! And yet, that very thing has happened 
right here in the Com Belt. 
And the result has been that the farm lands of a great many farmers 
depreciated perhaps 30 p>er cent over night because of their isolation from shipping facilities. 


For a number of years, and until ten years ago, there was built in America an average of more than 
5,(XX) miles of railroad every year but during the last six years nlore railroad has been taken up or aban­ 
doned than has been built. 
And this has happened in the face of the fact that the Nation's freight 
traffic is increasing at the rate of 50 to 100 per cent every ten years. 
This is today the most profoundly 
serious question that confronts the American p>eople. 


In the foregoing I have tried to explain how vital Transportation is to the LIFE of Agriculture. 
We 
need not go back to the beginning of the Missouri Pacific when the richest bottom lands of the Corn 
Belt could be bought for $1.25 an acre. 
In 1890, in idin >is and Wisconsin and the states west of the 
Mississippi River, the average value of all farms was $4,366 per farm. 
In 1900 this had increased to 
$4.966. 
In 1910 the average was $9,900 and in 1920 it was $18,800, or an increase of 575 per cent in 
value in thirty years. Is there a farmer in the MidJle West who will contend that this increased value 
would have been possible except for the railroads? 


Should not the farmer regard the railroads as his friends rather than as his enemies? 
And should he 
not be the first to demand that the railroads get a “square deal? ” 
To say the least, the farmer should 
examine carefully into the charges made against the railroads. 
Honest and compétent ci iiicrm always 
is welcome, for such criticism is constructive—but the Republic was not built by th-. 
who seek to 
destroy and tear down; nor can it live by such process.

mercantile establishments who had been carrying them for 
the pant three years. These conditions have made it 
par­ 
ticularly hard on merchants and tradesmen, but the farmer 
has done his best arid nothing can be done except to hope 
for a bountiful cotton crop in 1924 when 
the slate can be 
marked clean. 
We should all thank Divine Providence for 
the good health of our community, which, after all, is the 
greatest blessing that we can enjoy. We had no epidemics, 
little serious sickness and few deaths. 
Plenty of work for 
everyone, good wages, no calls for charity at home and no 
sutfering for the necessities of life.

The Farmer and the Railroads 


T 


I IIS article and several more to follow, is for the farmer because, from the early clays of the Republic 
until now, Agriculture and Transportation have been the two greatest and roost fundamental 
industries In America and the well-being of either inseparably involves the well-being of tire other. 
In the la*« analysis, Agriculture and Tran* port at ion must stand or fall together. 
Unless the railroads 
arc able to supply adequate and dependable transportation service when and as required, the farmer 
loses the advantage of favorable markets and much of his yearly toil is wasted. 


Many self seeking persons have been industriously endeavoring to make the farmer believe the rail­ 
roads are chiefly responsible for the misfortunes of Agriculture. In this way they hope to make more 
secure their place os the “ friends of the farmer.** 
But I do nor believe that farmers generally can be 
so easily led by a mere appeal to supposed prejudice. 
I believe the farmer will demand all of the facts 
and I hope these articles will prove helpful in providing them. 
Farmers will have much influence in 
determining the future of the railroads—wheth«r the railroads will become the playthings of politicians 
or whether the government will safeguard the property rights of the public and give a square deal to 
those citizens who have billions of dollars invested in railroad properties. 


To get a correct conception of the inter-dependence of Agriculture and Transportation, it is necessary 
that we go back to the time when what now is the C om Belt was a virgin wilderness. 
President 1 larding, 
in an address at Kansas City last summer, told how, as late as 1840, wheat sold at 40 cents a bushel 
and hogs at 3 cents a pound, and the reason, he said, was “lack of transportation facilities. ' 
The 
building of the railroads changed all that. Not only did th c^p u t the farmers in touch with the markets 
of the world but they alsocarricd to the frontiers of civilization the Storekeeper, the Preacher, the Doctor, 
the Schoolmaster, the Postmaster and the Banker; and in addition to carrying the products of the 
farms to murkct, they carried the products of factories—of Civilization, if you please—into what, but 
for the railroads, must have remained a wilderness. 


Suppose that some morning the news should suddenly come to your community that your railroad 
h~d ■■quit',’* That it had died! \Vhat an indcscrible calamity! And yet, that very thing has happened 
right here in the Com Belt. 
And the result has been that the farm lands of a great many farmers 
depreciated perhaps 30 per cent over night because of their isolation from shipping facilities. 


For a number of years, and until ten years ago, there was built in America an average of more than 
5,000 miles of railroad every year but during the last six years nlbre railroad has been taken up or aban­ 
doned than has been built. 
And this has happened in the face of the fact that the Nat km’s freight 
traffic is increasing at the rate of 50 to 100 per cent every ten years. 
This is today the most profoundly 
serious question that confronts the American people. 


In the foregoing I have tried to explain how vital Transportation is to the L IFE of Agriculture. 
We 
need not go back to the beginning of the Missou i Pacific when the richest bottom lands of the Com 
Belt could be bought for $1.25 an acre. 
In IS1*), in Din >is and Wisconsin And the states west of the 
Mississippi River, the average value of all farms w ai $4,166 per farm. 
In 1900 this had increased to * 
$4,966. 
In 1910 the average was $9,900 and in 1920 it was $18,800, or an increase of 575 per cent in 
value in thirty years. Is there a farmer in the Middle West who will contend that this increased value 
would have been possible except for the railroads? 


Should not the farmer regard the railroads as his friends rather than as his enemies? And should he 
not be the first to demand that the railroads get a “square deal?** To say the least, the farmer should 
examine carefully into the charges made against the railroads. 
Honest and competent cm icism always 
is welcome, for such criticism is constructive—but the Republic was not built by th . 
.»ho seek CO 
destroy and tear down; nor can it live by such process.
